F this Family, originally of the Lower. Rhine, 
or Palatinate, was Frederick, Duke Schonbergh, 
Son of Meinhardt Schonberg, by Anne his 
Wife, zd Daughter to Edward Sutton, Lord Dudley, 
which Frederick was Marſhal of France, Duke and Pee 
of Portugal, Governor of Pruſſia, Miniſter of State, and 
Generaliſſimo to the Elector of Brandenbergh, Duke and 
Peer of England, General of the Army in Treland, Maſter 
of the Ordnance, and Knight of the Garter: All theſe 
different Titles and Dignities, in ſo different, and far di- 
ſtant Dominions, are ſufficient Teſtimonies of his great 
Worth: He firſt fignaliz'd himſelf under Frederick Henry, 
Pr. of Orange; after whoſe Death, he engag'd in theService 
of France, where he had ſecret Orders given him, to go to 
T9 863 Portugal ; 
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Portugal; which Kingdom, ſince the Tear 1640, had 
N from its Subjection to Spain; he there 
commmanded the Portagueae Army with ſo much Suc- 
ceſs, that Spain was foro d to make Peace with them, 
and to own the Houſe of Braganxa, lawful Heirs to the 
Crown of Portugal, After this, he commanded the French 
Armies in Cata my 1672 ; and, notwithfianding his 
being a Proteſtant, had the Batoon of Marſhatof Frence 
conferr'd on him, 1675.

Soon after his Advancement 
to this Dignity, he called a Parliament, ard he was by 
theth, as neareſt Kinſman of the Blood - Royal of Scot - 
land, declared rightful Tutor to the Queen by a ſpe- 
cial Act: By a Second Act of the ſame Parliament, he 
was declared Governour of the Queen and Kingdom 
during her Infancy ; and by a Third Act, declared to 
be Second Perſon of the Kingdom, next Heir to the 

Queen, and failing of her, by Deceaſe, without Heirs 
of her own Body, to be rightful and undoubred King 
of the Realin of Scotland. Theſe Three Acts paſt wna- 
nimouſly, and were by a ſpecial Ordinance, ; inted 
to be extended or engroſſed upon a Sheet of Parchment, 
and the Great-Seal of Scor/and, together wich the 
Seals of all the. Members of Parliament, as well 
Clergy as Laity, to be affixed thereto. Theſe: Acts ſo 
Extended and Sealed, are now in the Cuſtady of her 


Grace, the Dutcheſs of Hamilton. 


This Earl ſoon after concluded a Treaty of Peace 
between Kugland and Scotland, and likewiſe: a Treaty 
of Marriage between the Prince of Valet, and the In- 
fant, Queen of Scots; but King Henry VIII. making 
ſeveral Additional Demands after the Treaty was con- 
cluded, to which the Governour would by-no Meaus 
comply, the Treaty proved abortive, and the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland, the 11th of December, 154 2, declared 
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Treaty, and therefore was not to be kept on the Part of 


Seotlaud, by Law and Equity, and juſt Reaſon; and - 


the Young Queen was foan after ſent into France, and 
a Marriage concluded upon between her and the Dau- 
phin of France. N 
In 1548, this Governour was made Knight of the 
Holy. Ghoſt, and created Duke of Charzleberauld in 
France; and his Right /of Succeſſion to the Crown of 
and was acknowledged and recongnized by the 
King of France, the Dauphin, and young Queen. 
He continued Governour till 1555, when the Young 


Queen being of Age, choſe her own Curators or 


Guardians, by whoſe Advice ſhe named her Mother 
to be Regent, and the Duke very willingly reſigned 
in her Favour, and laid down the Employment which 
he had held to univerſal Satisfaction for twelve Years 3 
and had his Conduct, during all that Time, moſt ſo- 
lemly approv'd of by the Parliament of Scot/and, and 
a very ample Teſtimony given him of the good Ser- 
vices he had done his Countrey ; the Words of the Act 
are, That he by his great Labours, vehement Expen- 
ces, and daily Danger of himſelf, his Kin, and 
* Freinds, had reliev'd their Sovereign's moſt Noble 
äperſon from the cruel Purſuits of the King and Coun- 


cil of England ; and had left free the hail Rralm 


* and Dominions of his ſaid Sovereign Lady, without 
* any Part thereof witholden by her Highneſs's old 
Enemies of England, notwithſtanding the Aſliſtance 
* given them by ſeveral of the Subjects of Scotland. 

He ever zealouſly and couragiouſly aſſerted the Cauſe 
of Mary, Queen of Scots, for which he underwent Im- 
priſonment, and many other Sufferings. |

and three Daughters; his Sons were James, who die

in Baniſhment till 1585, when he and ſome other Lords 
that were baniſhed, finding the King, ( James VI.) 
then but young, influenced by very pernicious Councils, 
eturned to Scotland in a y, without any Intention 
of Violence. and were reconciled to the King; but 
etpecially this Lord, whom he made immediately Go- 
vernour of Dumbarton-Caſtle, and from that Time he 
continued in great Favour with his Prince.

He was likewiſe conſtituted Lord- 
Lieutenant of the County of Cornwall, in the room 
of the Earl of Godolphin; and it is ſaid, Her Maje- 
ſy deſign'd him again the Office of Lord Trea- 
ſurer, had not his Death prevented it. He died on 
the 2d of May, in the Year 1711, at his Houſe near 
the Cock-Pit, and was interr'd in the Abby-Church of 
Weſtminſter.
